Early this morning the remains of 
hreu of the unfortunates were recov- 
•edfrom the ruins so badly charred :is 
o make recognition impossible, though 
, is not believed they are the bodies of 
reinen, owing to the locality in which 
icy were found, it being some distance 
rom the deadly smoke alack around 
Inch the imperiled firemen huddled on 
ie cupola balcony. 
The bodies were found covered with a 
iass of twisted steam pipes and ma- 
linery which had fallen from above. 
Prom the fact that one of the bodies 
tad on a leather l>elt r.irryinp a pair of 
linccrs, it is .believed that i he victim 
nis an electric light man. 
This discovery opens the question : 
low many persons besides the firemen 
ost their lives in the burned building? 


The total dead bodies recovered so far 
umbers fifteen, but the search in the 
•uins thus far has been very slight ow- 
ng to the heat and confusion, and there 


no doubt thai the lisl is still incom- 
lete.

THE recent decision of n Now Hump- 


shire court Unit persistent adherence to 
GliriHtinn science is an adequate cause 
for divorce will nrousc widespread inter- 
est. The CBEC in which the decision was

enues by lowering rates on manufac- 
tured goods—in other worda to 80 in- 
crease the importation of foreign goods 
that 
the 
lower rate will produce a 


greater revenue than is realized from 
the present rate. Ae foreign importa- 
tions cannot be increased without a cor- 
responding decrease in home production, 
it must be admitted that Mr. Atkinson's 
proposition is plainly and frankly mode.
